1 Better Government 
Bills Hit Legislature 


Two of the 15 “ Better Govern 
ment” bills, sponsored by 
the 
Texas Press Association have hit 
the legislative hopper in Aus- 


Both are “ public information” 
measures. They are specifically 
designed to correct existing evils 
in Texas laws by providing free 
information to the people of Tex­ 
as on the activities of their pub­ 
lic officials and agencies. 


Senate Bill 67, introduced by 
Sen. Charles Herring of Austin, 
relates to the Veterans Land Act. 
It provides for public notice in the 
home t o w n newspaper o f any 
veteran applying for a loan to 
purchase land under benefits of 
the Veterans Land bill. His hill 
would name the veteran who has 
made application 
for 
a 
loan, 
specifically designate the land, 
and quote the 
purchase 
price. 
“ By this method,” Herring stat­ 
ed, ‘ the public would know what 
is being done with our veterans 
land funds, and who is taking 
advantage of the state's generous 
offer to help our veterans obtain 
land.” The public notice, in the 
form of a classified ad, would 
hp prepared 
by 
the 
Veterans 
Land Board.

In 1942 it became one of three 
coordinate services of the War 
Department: The Ground Forces, 
the Air Forces and the Services 
of Supply — each under a com­ 
manding general.

along with the Chief of Staff of 
the Army and the Chief of Naval 
Operations.

I in his State of the Union mes­ 
sage called for a “ vigilant guard 
against inflationary tendencies,” 
he p u t a l a r g e part of the 
responsibility on the House In ­ 
terstate and Foreign Commerce 
Committee. 
To get an exclusive report on 
what the Committee plans to do, 
we visit this week with Chairman 
Oren H arris, a Democrat from 
E l Dorado, Arkansas. How much 
or how little inflation we have 
could hinge, in part, at least on 
the actions of that Committee, 
and od its Chairman. 
All laws on transportation — 
by air, rail, water, or highway, 
the stock and bond markets, ex­ 
ports and imports, all communi­ 
cations by radio and TV, the Fed-! 
eral Power Commission, The Fed-. 
eral Trade Commission, and all * 
activities of the Commerce De-j 
rartm ent, including the W eather, 
Bur^a'i ar#* handled by the Com-, 
mittee. 
I 
The Commerce Committee is 
the oldest committee in Congress.! 
It cam e into being in 1795 as the 
Committee 
on 
Commerce 
and 
Manufactures. Chairmen in re­ 
cent years have included the late 
Alben Barkley, Texas’ Sam R ay­ 
burn, and Percy Priest of Ten­ 
nessee. H arris, aKhough new as 
Chairm an, has been a member 
since he came into Congress in 
1941. 
H arris, to put it modestly, is 
a busy man — perhaps one of the 
busiest in Congress. In addition 
to representing his district, he 
heads a Committee staff of 15 
and a Committee membership of 
31. His associates describe him 
as “ easy to work with, hut a 
m a n who k n o w s how to get 
things done.” 
Having spent all of 
his 
53 
years in a sm all town, it is natu­ 
ral that one of his main concerns 
in Congress is legislation that 
■would help sm all business and 
farm ers. They, more than big 
business, need the protection of 
laws that w ill assure them equa­ 
lity of opportunity, he says. 
“ The best way of combatting 
mfla t i o n while 
keeping 
our 
economy strong,” H arris told us, 
-hs to keep the channels of com­ 
m erce open and unobstructed. 
“ The 
trend in 
recent 
years 
has been more and more toward 
big business . . Our job in 
Congress is not to hinder 
the 
growth of business, big or sm all 
But it is our job to see that 
I sm all business, and that includes 
farm ers, have full opportunity to 
develop.

ed within one year, says Bates, 
provision may be obtained from 
the District Director of Internal 
Revenue if

Bates says all operators with 
a "net farm profit” of $400 or 
more must file a return and pay 
a three per cent social security 
tax whether any income tax is 
due or not. Operators with less 1 
than $400 net profit, but over $600, 
gross farm income may use two- j 
thirds of their gross income for 
determining self-employment tax 
up to $1,200, says the specialist. 


Landlords are covered for self-

Bates points out. He says “ m ater-! 
ial participation” may be deter ] 
mined either on the basis of act­

It looks like the 
1957 spring pig crop might equal 
that of 1956, due to lower corn 
prices and improved profit op­ 
portunities, M cHaney says. 


Total cattle numbers and pri­ 
ces will depend largely on 1957 
moisture conditions. Although pri­ 
ces will probably be above the de­ 
pressed figures of early 1956 no

tions for cattle and calf slaugh-,

If 
his gross income exceeds $1,800, 
but his net earnings are less 
than $1,200, he may report his 
net earnings as $1,200. This new 
method may be used by farm 
partners as well as by individual 
farm operators. Moreover, it ap­ 
plies alike to farmers who keep 
their records on the accrual basis 
and those 
who 
use 
the 
case 
method. 


T h e self-employment t a x on 
1956 farm income is three per 
cent of the net earning, up to 
the maximum of $-1,200. For the j 
years 1957 through 1959 farmers 
will pay three and three-eighths 
pei cent of their taxable farm in­ 
come. While the 1956 social secur- 
ty law increased the self-employ­ 
ed tax rate starting with 1957,1 
farmers this year will be report 
mg on 1956 income and therefore 
he tax rate is three per cent, he 
concluded.
